Ox Sanday morning, shortly after five o'clock, а police-constable, 
in passing along Tooley-street, Southwark, noticed smoke hovering 
over the great terminus of the Brighton and South Coast Б way 
at London-bridge. , At firát he imagined that a special train had 
just arrived, but in the course of a few seconds the crackling of glass 
and a lurid glare, which shot up almost instantaneously, led him to 
the belief that a fire had broken out either within or near to the 
station. He therefore sounded his rattle, which quickly brought to 
the spot other officers, and they then found that the Orystal Palace 
department station was in flames. This particular part of the 
station is about fifty-five feet broad and aboat sixty-two feet long. 
The roof was formed of thick glass, supported by iron colamns and 
cross-bars, but none of them were able to withstand the intense 
heat of the fire, and the flames extended with unusual rapidity to 
the electric telegraph department, including the lobby, and also to 


another portion of the station sixty feet long and fifty broad. The 
fire next seized upon four goods trucks standing on а siding on the 
line, and also on the adjoining offices. ‘he turncocks at length 
arrived, and a splendid supply of water having been obtained, the 
firemen went to work in their usual intrepid manner, and bappily 
succeeded іп cutting off the further spread of the flames; but they 
were unable to get them extinguished until about sixty or sixty- 
five feet of the roof of the Crystal Palace department station were 
destroyed, and another part, sixty by forty, almost riddled by the 
action of the fire. The telegraph lobby, &c., are also burned ont, 
and the offices adjoining severely damaged by fire, aud four trucks 
partially burned. The total loss will be very considerable. 


On Saturday afternoon, Dr. Lankester presided over a jury at 
Colney Hatch County Lunatic Asylum, Friern Barnet, for the pur- 
pose of investigating the circumstances relative to the death of 
William John Squires, aged thirty-one, who died from suffocation 
on Tuesday morning last. The deceased had been а lighterman, 
and having abont twelve months since accidentally fallen into the 
Thames, he wai rescied from a watery grave, and restored to life. 
His brain, however, becams affected, and his conveyance to the 
above asylum as a decided lunatic became necessary. His wife 
repeatedly saw him there, and on each visit she would take him 
two or three pounds of seed-cake, to be given to him by his at- 
tendants as he desired it. The wife was perfectly satisfied with 
the treatment which her unfortunate husband received in the insti- 
tution. On Tnesdsy morning week, about eleven o'clock, while 
deceased was sitting in а chair ін a ward-room, one of the attend: 
ants gave him a piece of the cake, and then left the room. Another 
attendant, however, heard some strange guttural sounds, and, on 
turning round, éaw the deceased apparently choking. He was 
instantly taken into а single room, and medical assistance sum- 
moned; bat, although immediately visited, life had ceased to exist. 
Dr. W. С. Tucker, assistant medical officer to the asylum, on 
making the post-mortem examination, found the valve of the glottis 
or airtube fastened down by a piece of the cake, which pressed on 
the pharynx on the back of the glottis. The right side of the 
heart was fall of blood and the left empty, showing that death 
was due to suffocation, consequent ou the pressure on the glottis, 
as described. The jury were of opinion that the death arose from 
an accidental circumstance, and returned a verdict accordingly.

FRIGHTFOL ACCIDENT—THREE MEN KILLED. 


Ox Tuddy afternoon a 168181 accident occurred at Woolwich 
dockyard, oansing the death of three workmen and severe injuries

The paddle steam vessel Spiteful, tying In the inner basin, has 
been condemned, and arrangements had been made to remove her 
boilers, &c., by the powerfal crane and shears on the wharf, which 
is worked by hydraulic pressure. A Humber of artizans and 
labourers from the steam factory were employed on board the Spile- 
ful to carry out this work, and oné of the boilers having been 
attached to the shears snepped asunder, and the shears, being thus 
released, canted round, with the ponderons gear attached, sweeping 
with tremendous fores over the дедк on which the men were 
standing, by which they were knocked about in all directions, the 
heavy chain &nd gear falling проб, them. As soon аз possible | 
assistance came, aud the authorities and medical officers of the yard 
went on board the vessel, the de'k of which presenied a shocking 
spectacle. Two men, named Willfam Johnson, aged forty-five 
leading hand at thy factory department; and Patrick Kelly. aged 
twenty-five, a factory labourer, were found to be dead, and George 
Nash erpired shortly afterwards. Five men were dangerously 


wounded, aud others more ог less 80.

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY TO ASSASSINATE LOUIS 

NAPOLEON. 

The Nation has the following on the subject of an alleged con- 
ірігісу:- Я 

“ The police has laid hands оп four malefactors of that danger- 
ous kind who regard assassivation as .а means of farthering а 
political end. They bad recently arrived from London—it is always 
from London they arrive—and among them are three Italians and 
a Pole. At their lodgings, No. 185, Rae Бі. Honore, and Bue Neuve 
des Petits Champs, а certain quantity of English gunpowder was 
discovered, as also four daggers, four revolvers, four air guns, phos- 

horus caps, slow matches several yards long, and eight Orsini 

mbs. It is unnecessary to state what these murderous engines 
were intended for. The quarter they came from, their resembiance 
with the fearful means of destruction which five p ago were во 
near plunging France into mourning and disturbing public order 
throughout Europe, sufficiently indicate their destination. The 
foreigners, whose plot has been nip in the bud by the police, had 
come among us to celebrate the anniversary of the 14 % of January, 
1858. It appears, moreover, that one of them háé made revelations 
which leave no doubt as to the criminal intentions of the band. 
We shudder at the thought of such a crime and its consequences ; 
it is revolting to find it conceived and coolly prepared, always by 
Italians, as though enough of French blood had not been shed in 
Italy's behalf, and as if the life which they seek to attempt was not 
almost as precious for Italy as it is for France! Тһегеіз also а 
Pole amongst the accomplices of this atrorious plot. Is ita delegate 
of the occult committee which has already signed 80 many sentences 
of death? Do these fanatics suppose that they would advance 
their own prospects in any way by suppressing the only 
man powerful enough and devoted enough to oppressed nations to 
realize a portion of those hopes ? Do they think, supposing their 
crime could possibly be realized, that they would find a single 
Frenchman prepared to obey their injunctions? The bomb 
which burst at Paris would destroy for ever the cause they pre- 
tend to serve, and the Italians and Poles, whose patriotism con- 
demns these guilty attempts, would have to pay dearly for the mad- 
ness of few scoundrels.” 

The following further details are derived from the Gazette des 
Tribunaux. The prisoners, ввув that journal, are four Italians 
Their names are Gree, Imperatori, Trabuco, and Maspoli It is 
believed that these names are fictitious. The law papers state that 
immediately after the arrest it was easy to see that the leader of the 
band was Greco. He resisted with all his might when arrested, 
and when he found it impossible to resist any longer, he indulged 
in a “ torrent of imprecation and invective,” and revealed the whole 
plan, where it had been hatched, and by what means he bad in- 
tended to carry it out. In the prisoners’ possession were found 
eight bombs in wrought iron, filled with powder, aud provided 
with sixteen nipples for percussion caps—four six-barrelled revolvers 
four daggers, &c. he daggers are grooved towards the point, 
and the grooves are filled with a substance now being avalysed, 
and said to be poison of the most subtle nature Greco 
is said to have declared — and his confession was con- 
firmed by his accomplices—that they were summoned by 
Mazzini to meet him at Lugano іп the month ot Oc- 
tober last. ‘They proceeded thither, and it was decided that 
Greco and his companions should £o to Paris, and attempt to 
murder the Emperor. Mazzini gàve them four bombi, which he 
had received from England, and four more which he had manu- 
factured at Genoa, four revolvers, and four daggers. Greco adds, 
that as they were about to start, Mazzini gave him 4,0001. (£160), 
telling him at the samé time he was about to start for London, 
to await the regult of their undertaking, and that be would send 
them some more money from thence, giving them the address to 
which they were to write if they were hard up That address, in 
Maszzini's own handwrittng, was seized among the papers of Greco. 
At the same time Mazzini gave him in&tructione written out by 
himself, together with a system of secret correspondence and sym- 
| ys phrases which Greco was to send to him on the day before 

ne made the ettempt. Mazzini also gave the accomplices two of 
his own photographs, with an sutograph dedication to Greco 
and Imperatori The instrüctioné were found concealed in 
the. leg of Greco's trousers, sewn between the lining and the 
t A letter was alto found, written by Imperatori to 
azzini, &tatibg that having heard a plot was being 
prepared against the Emperors life, he claimed to be 
allowed to join in carrying it out. The conspirators arrived in 
Paris on Christmas Day ; they entered France by the Swiss fron- 
tier, and were duly provided with passports signed by the Swiss 
authorities. The bombs were concealed about their persone. 
After their arrival, they changed their lodgings several times, to 
avoid exciting the suspicions of the police; they lodged only two 
together, but met in the day-time to concert as to the best means of 
carrying out their crime. Itis said that Greco has minutely de- 
scribed toe he and his fellow conspirators spent their time. ‘They 
had carefully reconnoitred the neighbourhood of the Opera and 
various other theatre’, the Tuileries, and the Bois de Boulogne. 
Their plan was to fling their bombs, and in the midst of the con- 
fusion arising from the explosion to rush upon the Emperor 
dagger and revolver in hand. Greco, with the utmost sang 
томі, lays great &tress upon the fact of the daggers being 
poisoned. Since thelr arrival, the conspirators had been 
in constant correspondence with Mazzini in London, and had 
determined to make the attempt early last week. On the day before 
their arrest they filled the bombs with gunpowder. But they had 
spent all their money, one dinner alone had cost them 200f (2/.), and 
they had wWrittéh to Mazzini for fresh supplies. After their arrest 
& letter й абед to Greco, from London, was seized at the Post- 
office. | written by Mazzini, aud enclosed 5001. (201) Greco 
declared if the money had arrived sooner they wonld have perpe- 
tratedthe crime. Saglio, alias Maspoli, is only twenty two, and 
alone shows any senseof repentance. According tothe Gazette des 
Tribunaux he protests he would not have taken any part in it. lm- 
peratori and Trabuco are said by the Gazette des Tribunauz to bə 
Garibaldians, and to wear the Marsala medal. Trabuco has been 
under another name convicted in France for swindling, and in 
England for theít." 
POLAND. 

Miss Klave, the daughter of а wealthy gentleman at Warsaw, a 
young lady of great moral worth and accomplishments, who was 
transported в few mouths back for collecting contribations for the 
families of deceased insurgents, has lately written to her friends 
from the interior o! Russia. She says she is shut up ina sort of 
workhouse, where she is not aliowed the most necessary articles of 
dress, is forced to sleep almost on the bare ground, and suffers mach 
from hunger. and cold, the latter having made her very ill. Ihe 
family is ia despair, for there ІЗ no meang of sending anything to 
Miss Klave, everything sent for prisoners in Russia being confis- 
cated by the authorities. 

JAPAN. 

Intelligence has been received that, after long discussions, ex- 

tending over three days, the agents of Prince Satsuma have agreed | 


to make immediate payment of the indemnity, and have promised 
in writing not to relax in active search for the murderers of Mr. 
Richardson, and to subject them when discovered to capital punish- 
ment, in presence of one or more British officers. 

DENMARK. 

The Doghlad of the 5th says: —* Denmark has but one answer 
to give to the pretensions of Germaity. Yielding to the presenca 
of а surerior force ard to the friendly reptesentations of others, 
Denmark has withdrawn from that роі оп of the monarchy which 
із connected with the German Co.federatibn; but, with regard 
to Schleswig, the German Diet has по right to interfere. as it 
forms no part of German tertitory. The position of the duchy 
of Bchleswig can only be arrdpged by inlernational negotiations, 
or, јо the last resort, by war. . ‘I'he attempt to occupy Schleswig 
is an aggres-iou which must be resisted by force of arns Тһе 
Danish а шу is concentrated and prepared to ght on the ram- 
parts of Dannevirke, and the first German soluier that сго»вей 
the Eider will be the signal for the rupture of the peace 
of Europe. Will Europe, with folded arms, remain a spec- 
tatress of this—content herself with diplomatic protests, 
which are treated with contempt at Frankfort and made 
a mockery of by the German press? Or will Europe still 
continue to exercise a pressure on Denmark in order to extort 
from the weaker party concessions, the injustice of which is admitted 
by Europe herself ? Or will Europe at length understand that if 
political morality is something more than vain verbiasge—if peace is 
to be preserved, it will be her duty to give effect to her remon- 
strances against an aggression of unexampled injustice? Is the 
dismemberment of Poland, which by the statesmen of France aud 
England has been characterized as crime, spoliation, and infamy, 
to be repeated in our time in Denmark? The Danes will employ 
their whole strength, and shed the last drop of their blood, to avert 
the danger and to save their country, bat they will fight one 
to twenty. Will Europe endure to see justice overborne by 
violence ?” 


AMERICA. 


On Christmas Day, Mr. Stanton visited the soldiers in Stanton 
Hospital, Washington, and made them a brief speech. Не said :— 

* Soldiers, I hope that when the néxt anniversary of the day you 
are now celebrating occurs this war will be ended, and you will 
have returned to your homes and your firesides. When you shall 
have so returned you will te considered as honoured guests of the 
nation. You have perilled your lives upon the battle-field, or you 
have&uffered in camps from the ravages of diseasé incidental to 
great armies. But whether you have n wounded in battle, or 
suffer from sickness contracted in the service of your country, I 
will see that you have & proper reward given you. Soldiers, if we 
can end this rebellion with the extinction of slavery, will it not be 
a great triumph? You will, at the end of this great rebellion, 
when making а review of it, have the satisfaction 4 knowing that 
you have aided the Government of the United States in discharging 
the duties incumbent on that Government when it was in peril. 
And, furthermore, you will experience the feeling that you have 
materially aided to make the country frée." (Applause.) 

The Richmond Ezaminer contains the following despatches :— 

“Charleston, Dec 25. 

“ The enemy commenced shelling the city last nig, keeping up 
a steady fire, which is still going on at nine am. thisday. A fire 
broke out at two e'clock, destroying ten or twelve buildings, and 
causing а few casualties. There is heavy firing in the direction of 
Stono, which is believed to be between our batteries and the enemy's 
gun-boats. The shelling of the city continued to-day One white 
man was mortally and one white woman slightly wounded, and three 
firemen were how 4 wounded by the falling walls of the burning 
buildings, and eight or ten were slightly wounded. АП is quiet at 
Sumter.” 

“Charleston, Dec. 26. 

“ From twelve o'clock on Thursday night till fcur o'clock оп 
Friday afternoon 130 shells were thrown at the city. The enemy 
fired from five gune—three at Gregg, one at Cammings Point, aud 
from а mortar battery. ‘The engagement on Jolinson's Island be- 
tween our light batteries and the enemy's gun-boats resulted in a 
drawn fight. There were few casualties.” 


“ Charleston, Sunday, Dec. 27. 
“The enemy fired four shells at the city last night. There has 
been no firing from Morris Island to-day. Our batteries kept up a 
vigorous fire on the enemy's working parties, who are engaged in 
erecting another battery at the extreme end of Cumming Point. 
Our loss at Stono was ove killed and five wounded.” 


DARING ESCAPE OF A FEMALE PRISONER. 


А YouNG woman, named Margaret Godfrey, escaped from the 
Town Hall on Tueéday, by extraordinary sgility and daring. She 
was in the woman's yard attached to the cells, along with another 
woman. The constable who had charge of the cells was busy 
swilling the floors of the parade ground which adjoins, only divided 
from the women's yard by a short passage. The officer had to go into 
the women's yard for water, and missed Godfrey, whom he 
had seen a few minutes before. The other woman said she was in 
the water-closet, and the officer never &npposed for а moment she 
could possibly have got out of the yard. On going again to tho 
yard, some time afterwards, the officer me suspicions, and 
called to Godfrey without receive aay ànBWer. Further inquiry 
proved that she had escaped. ‘I'he walls Found the yard are sur- 
mounted by sharp-pointed palisades, the height of both being more 
than twenty feet. A water pipe runs down the side of the wall 
next to the men's yerd, and affords the only possible chance of 
climbing the walls of the women's yard. То prevent escape by this 
mode, two rows of long spikes hive been fixed at the junction of 
this wall with the more lofty cross wall, which adjoins a passage 
leading into Castle-green. For &hybody wearing petticoats to climb 
over these spikes seem to be impossible It із а feat 
which only a daring and agile man would attempt. From 
an examination of the wall, however, it was clear that 
the prisoner had escaped that - Her difficulties did 
not end when she reached the top of thé wall adjoining the Castle- 
ireen-passage, and climbed over the high and sharply-pointed pali- 
sades fixed on the top of it., She had then to throw herself down 
the other side, a depth of at least sixtesn or ¥oventeen feet, there 
being no projections by the aid of which she could descend any 
part of the way before releasing her hold. .She had taken the risk 
of so deep а fall and had got &w&y. Feeling bure she could not 
have accomplished the feat without sustaining severe injuries, the 
chief constable directed Inquiries to be made, which resulted іп the 
speedy discovery of the woman at the Infirmary, where she was 
under treatment for severe injury to the spine. She had been taken 
there in в сар by a man with whom she 18 connected, and it ів con- 
jectured that she had become aware that he was on the other side 
of the wall before she attempted to escape. Possibly the " young 
gentleman ” resorted to the trick celebrated in so many old stories 
cf serenadipg his “lady love,” in order to inform her that he was 
waiting to receive her. He would probably try to catch her when 
she dropped down, but if so his services were of small avil. 
Variously enough, the dangerous feat was undertaken to secure a 
ve: y inadequate object. Men who escape from prison aro generally 
daring thieves, who have the chance or certainty of loog transpor- 
tation or penal servitude Беїоге them, but Godfrey had been com- 
mitted to prison for а month only, as а disorderly prostitute—a 
punishment which does not generally inspire much dread in persons 
of her class.— Sheffield Independent.

Distressina ÁAcctDENT Ат тнє RESERVOIR, BIRMINGHAM.-— 
Two Persons DgowsEkD.—During Sunday the reservoir of the 
Birmingham Canai Company, in the Reservoir-road, was visited by 
a large number of persons intent upon enjoying themselves in 
skating and sliding upon the foe. All went on well until about 
four o'elook ín the ione, when в young man fell in near the 
engine-house by the reservoir wall, and where there is а depth of 
about eighteen feet of water. At the time the ice broke there were 
but few persons near the spot. Ан soon, however, as the fact be- 
came known a general rash was made by the persons in the vicinity 
to get to the side of the reservoir, and rescue the young man. The 
consequence was thet three more persons, amongst whom was & boy 
about twelve years of age, fell through the ice. The greatest con- 
fusion and excitement now took place amongst the persons 
present as to how the immersed persons should be rescued. Two 
of the persons in the water, being near the side and in shallow 
water, were, by the assistance of some of the people on the bank, 
got out uninjared. The young man and boy, however, remained 
in the water, and police-constable Instone, who appears to have 
acted very bravely, rushed into the water up to his chin to endea- 
vour to get the young man out. He found, however, that he could 
not reach him, and adtag Police-constable Kelsall to his assistance, 
they proceeded, by meaus of the small pleasure-boat which is eta- 
tioned on the pool, to the spot where the boy fell in. The water 
being there shallower, in a few minutes they got the boy out of the 
water, but he was quite dead. 14 seems that at the spot where the 
ісе broke, the water, which is pumped into the reservoir by the 
engine used fot that purpose, rushes with great force imto the reser- 
vor. The engine had been at work nearly all day, and the force 
of the water had worn away the ice at the spot where the accident 
occurred until it was very thin.

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FRAUD BY AN ACTUARY. 


James Woorwarn, of Neston, who has been actuary of the 
sevings-bank there since the year 1825, is now in өңі в for 
| fraudulently appropriating to his own n.o the moneys of the de- 
| positors. The Neston Savings Bank is an independent institution, 
| managed by aboard of directors, but the treasurer deposited the 
| money of the bank in the Liverpool Bank of Saviugs. It appears 

that Woodward, who is about seventy years of sge, was ко well 
known and бо much trusted by the villagers, that he wes in the 
habit of receiving the money from depositors at his own house, in 
the street, or wherever it was presented to him. He, of course, 
entered the money correctly in the books held by the depositors, 
but he did not enter it ia the receipt cash-book, as Е ought to have 
done, when the bank opened, in the pee of one of the directors. 
Subsequently, having access to the ledger, he entered the accounts 
to the credit of the depositors in the ledger, во that the ledger cor- 
| reoty showed the money due to the depesitors; and if the directors 

had insisted upon the preparation of а balance-sheet by any 
other person than the actuary the deficiency woald have been at 
once detected. The Rev. R. W. Gleadowe, the vicar of Neston, 
was the treasurer; and he and the other directors Appear to have 
had such implicit faith in Wood vard that no steps һай been taken 
to cheok his acoounte. It is said that on making up the Inst state- 
ment, in November, he took the amount in the Liverpool Savings 
Bank and struck a balance, forgetting altogether that the treseurer 
had £200 in hand. Even this dces not seem to Have aroused the 
suspicions of the treasurer, and it was only on the Rev. Mr. O xon, 
the vicar of Heswell, insisting on the production of the balance- 
sheet that Woodward, after several weeks’ delay, confessed that he 
had been appropriating money to his own use. In round numbers 
the bank owes over £12,000 to depositors, and there is only a sum 


| of about £9,000 to meet the liabilities, во that the appropriations of 


Woodward will be somewhere about, and will probably not exceed, 
£3,500. It seems that the irregularities commenced about 1844. 
As may be supposed, there has been little regularity in the working 
of the bank. The rules provide for filling up vacancies in the 
list of directors, but they have not been adhered to, and it is said 
that at the present time it is scarcely known who are the respon- 
sible parties, the vacancies on the board of directors not baving 
been filled up, while in other cases the gentlemen who have been 
named for the directory bave not acted. Wh ever the gentlemen 
may be who have allowed their names t» go forth to the public as 
irustees, we trust that they will not allow the poor depositors to 
be losers by their neglect. The trustees can only be charged with 
having placed implicit confidence іп а man who has grossly be- 
trayed his trust, and the amount will scarcely be felt among the 
rich residents of the district; but if the poor depositors are to 
suffer the loss it will deprive many а bard-working honest man of 
years of saving, and reduce to beggary, in tnis inclement weather, 
some of the industrious and deserving poor of the district. We 
understand that the accounts have been placed for adjustment 
in the hands of Mr. John В. Blesse, of this town.—Liverpool Mer- 
cury.

A Ғвкхсн Grant AT Betrast.—M. J. J. Brico, perhaps the most 
colossal man of the present day, held the first of a series of levees, 
yesterday, in the Oorn Exchange.

A PAINFUL CASE of accidental death took place on the sands in 
Morecambs Bay, between the villages of Morecambe and Bolton le- 
Sands. An inquest was held, when the following facts eppeared :— 
On Wednesday evening week, а fisherman, named Thomas Burrow, 
living at Arnside, а village close to the bay, was out shooting wild 
fowl upon the sands which extend beyond the tide mark for two or 
three miles at low water. Night came on, and with it а thick fog, 
which prevented Burrow's seeing farther than а few yards, and he 
got bewildered as to the direction he should take. The tide was 
rising rapidly at the time, and when he reached tho bank he mast 
have found, not only that he could not proceed any farther, but 
that his retreat was cut off by the rising waters. Between six and 
seven in the evening some fishermen at Morecambe heard в voice 
out at sea crying out repeatedly, " Lost. lost.” Prompted by a 
humane feeling, they set out in a couple of boats to find whence 
the voice proceeded, and sbouted to the person calling that they 
were соттар, өші the voice told them to make haste. After rowing 
about in the dark, they got to the Storescar Bank, and called to tbe 
msn to make towards them, but at jast, when they thought they 
were close to him, he shrieked іп ап agonized угіов, "Im 
drowuing—l'm drowning.” After that all was quiet, aud though 
the fishermen kept up the search for а considerable time, and re- 
peatedly called out to ascertain if the man was still above water, 
they at length returned to Morecambe Next dey tbe fishermen 
went ont at low water upor the sands to вве if they could discover 
any trace of the person they had ben in search of, and on the 
Stonescar Dank they found the body of Barrow. Hound his 
shoulder were slung five wild fowls, and near him was his gun. 
1t was then clear, from the position of the body, that deceased bad 
fallen a victim to а lingering death. А verdict of “ Accidentally 
drowned " was returned.

The office of Court 
Circular, or Court Newsman, commenced under the reign of George 
ПІ. The King being much annoyed at the inaccuracies in the 
papers as to the royal movements, took the advice of the chief 
metropolitan magistrate, and sppointed в Court Newsman; and 
Mr. Doane, the grandfather of the late official was installed in 
the office, which had gradually developed itself in importance. 
The recording of the official doings of Ministers? тесер- 
tion of deputations, sending off deg and snnouncements 
of appointments, fell to this officer. The Lord Chamberlain like- 
wise makes в heavy demanà on the 'Court Newaman’s services, ae 
he is seated in the ante-room on drawing-room and levee days, and 
has to prepare and forward to the daily press а list of the — 
present, as also to do the like duty on the ocoasion of royal 
and evening receptions, installation of Knights of the Garter, о. 
At some periods of the year the business to be done is very beavy, 
and the lithographed sheet which the Court Newsman hes to get 
struck off by press at his own private residence, cannot frequently 
be forwarded to the daily papers before two or three o'clock in the 


morning. At other times of the year the duties are, comparatively 
speaking, light, although daily duty throughout the year is neces- 
вагу, and the responsibilities are always great,—Court Journal.

His talents at first were principally di- 
rected to the subjects of shipping and 
insurance, and his knowledge on these 
subjects was, perhaps, greater then any 
man of that period. His eloquence, how- 
ever, would not admit of his confining 
himself to these matters solely. Being 
engeged as an advocate, he soon rose to 
the front renk at the bar, and ultimately 
stood foremost. Ав counsel, his name is 
associated with the principal triels of late 
years.

it advisable to wf ores а messenger immediately, requesting the 
attendance of Dr. Browne, who arrived about seven o'clock in the 
evening of Friday, and at two minutes to nine o'clock, as the bulletins 
bave already informed the country, her royal highness was safely 
delivered of a heelthy prince. Messages were also sent for the medical 
men who were ted to attend her royal highness, and for Bir 
George Grey, but the confinement had taken place before they ceuid 
reach Frogmore. Dr. Sieveking, the physician to the Prince of 
Wales, was the first to arrive from London Но was followed by 
Dr. Farre and Dr. Gream, and later by cir Charles Locock. We 
believe that we are not unduly violating the sanctity of the do- 
mestio arrangements of their royal highnesses when we state that 
as the arrival of the young prince was wholly unexpected, and as 
the prince and princess were staying at Frogmore, and not at Магі- 
borough House, no arrangements had been made for his ion.-

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SEADOO OUT RAO SSMS RE ARN ANAT TOE 
War is imminent іш Europe. The English Channel fleet is ex- 
pected to raceive orders for the North Ses. Probably before the 
present month is over the hostile armies of Germeny end Denmark 
may have met on the ground which is the object of Germany's 
ardent cupidity. From the beginning of these complications we 
have never felt much confidence in the power or, indeed, in the will 
of Prussia and Austria to control the warlike enthusissm of the 
minor States. As soon as Federal execution by the troops of 
Germany was resolved upon it was evident that there could be but 
one end. The execution was left entirely to the Saxon and 
Hanoverian troops, end under their protection the Government of 
Holstein has been transferred from the King of Denmark to Prince 
Frederick of Augustenburg. The revolution is now complete; the 
prince is established at Kiel, and receives the allegiance of all whom 
his partisans can persuade or control. The Federal commissioners 
and the Prussian Government have acquiesced in these proceedings, 
and it is now, probably, beyond their power to unseat the prince, 
who will claim under the right of an accomplished revolution and 
the suffrages ої а population alleged to be ппавішопв. But this 
is only the firat act of the drama. ‘The Germans have always 
united Schleswig and Holstein in their thoughts, snd now, 
having torn the southern Ducby from the Danish monarchy, they 
will advance as speedily as possible to the conquest of the other 
Within а very brief space of time the possession of Schleswig will 
probably be decided by arms. The Danes, at the urgent instances 
of England snd Russia—of England especially—have withdrawn 
their army from Holstein, and thus allowed the Prince of Augas-. 
tenburg to take possession of the country. That they did this 
most unwillingly and with the deepest humiliation, under the belief 
that they should obtain by it the support of foreign Powers against 
farther aggression, may be easily conceived. Тһе Danish Govern- 
ment, seeing, probably, that it would be of no avail to make conges- 
sions to those who were determined on wresting the Дасбієв from 
it entirely, have rejected any further negotiations. Consequently 
the chamees of an immediate campaign are now very great. "The 
Germans, being very superor in numbers, will desire to push on 
and éake the Danes before they are able to make good the line of 
Gefence between the town of Schleswig and the T'reene, on which 
the latter now rely for enabling them to keep the Federal troops 
from everrunning the country. The Danish army is, however, 
active and well disciplined, end will doubtless not be driven from 
Schleswig without such з resistance sa befits men whose cherished 
national rights have been invaded. ‘The proposition of England is 
that the Powers which signed the Treaty of 1852 should meet 
again toconsider these grave events, and that in the meantime 
Prussia and Austria should maintain the actual Government in 
Holstein.

Мг 8.8 TAYLOR s&id в memorial Bad been presented to the 
Queen that day, the result of which he did not know, but he hoped 
it would be gnch а concession as would meet their views.

He would now move the adoption of a memorial to Sir George 
Grey, which he would read to them. He then read the memorial, 
setting forth that Wright pleaded guilty to a charge of murder, not 
kuowing what he did, but that if he had had the opportunity of 
having counsel he would have pleaded not guilty to that crime, but 
guilty of the crime of manslaughter. That was the memorial they 
had to present to Sir Sorge Grey that night, and he feared that 
would end their exertions tò save the Ше of Wright; but they could 
show tbe Home Seofetary and the Government that they would 
take no part in the death of the unfortunate man. (Cheer)

Grey exhibited much feeling he beld out no hopes of acceding to 
the prayer. When be came back to the baths he found workmen 
holding & public meeting, and they received the news with sad 
groans and terrible feelings of disappointment. They then deputed 
him to go to Windsor to her Majesty with & memorial répresentin 
a meeting of 8,000 persons. Не saw Colonel Phipps, and presente 
the memorial, but that gentleman said i& was not customary for 
the Queen to advise her legal advisers. He spoke to Colonel 
Phipps of the unanimity of all classes on this subject, and 
even in the palace he found he found that there was as 
strong а feeling as among the public. He represented that if 
the law was carried ouf it would confirm the feeling that 
there was оре law for the rich and sno'her for the poor; but 
Sir Cherles Phipps replied that Sir George Grey had done all 
he had доре upon legal advice. He (Mr. Murphy) replied that 
he was right, for it was by the cleverness of legal advisers that 
Towsley was now the inhsbitent of а lunatic asylum instead of 
being hanged; whereas the man Wright had no friends and no 
monéy. Mr. Justice Blackburn had said that there were no ex- 
tenuating circumstances in the case; but he had no opportunity of 
hearing them. Now, there was в possibility of inflexibility dege- 
nerating into cruelty, and where that was the case justice was not 
justice, but oppression. (Cheers.) He urged the matter all he could. 
aud Sir Oherles Phipps assured him thet her Majesty could not re- 
commend Sir George Grey to do whut he hed previously refused to 
do Mr. Murphy then proposed that a deputation from the meeting, 
composed of their man, Mr. Doulton, Mr. Applegarth, Mr. 
Hill, and himself, should wait upon Sir George Grey with the 
memoria]. 

Mr APPLEGARTH seconded the motion, and it was carried uns- 
nimonely. 

The deputation proceeded to wait upon Sir George Grey, and 
during their absence many speeches were made in favour о! 
Wright, aud а subscription was opened in favour of his two 
daughters 

Ou the return of the deputation, 

Mr. Doulton again took the chair, and 

Мг. MURPHY ге to give an account of the interview 
with 3ir George Grey. They went to his private house, and he 
agreed to meet them in а querter of an hour, at the Home Office, 
and in lese time then that he camo and invited them into his room, 
aud they remained with him until past ten o'clock. Every mem- 
ber of the deputation spoke, and Sir George Grey said that if there 
were any new facts that could be steted, they might open the case 
aguin. One of the deputation asked for а respite for tea days, so 
if there were any new tacts to bring out they might produce them. 
Sir George Grey said his sympathy was with the deputation; but 
he was not there to act with sympathy, bat to administer the law, 
which was above him. He gave the workiag men great credit 
for their observance of law and order, and he (Mr. Murphy) 
told Sir George Grey that although they were trying to 
get Wright from being banged, it was not because they 
ву mpathised with bis crime of murder, but it was in consequence 
of the hastiness of the triaj and the fact that if he had been tried, 
and his cage submitted to a jury, it would have resulted іп a ver- 
dict of manslaughter. They referred to the case of Townley, and 
assured bim that the public feeling was that there was one lew for 
the rich and one for the poor. Sir George Grey replied that he 
had &oted in strict accordance with the law in caseg, and the 
resu!t could not be altered. Although he spoke to them for three- 
quariers of an hour he gave them no hopes, but ag he was still 
й ceiving despatches from Windsor perhaps respite might arrive 

or Wright. 

A cordial vote of thanks to the chairman closed the meeting.

THE EXECUTION OF WRIGHT. 


AT an early hour on Monday eveniag the people began to congre- 

ate in front of the gaol and in the public-houseg in the vicinity of 

orsemonger-lane Gaol, but ав the night wore on they gradually 
dispersed, until towards three o'clock there were only a few strag- 
glers to be seen. About this time the last of the es was 
erected, and every precaution was taken to prevent any disturbance. 
It had been reported to the prison authorities and the police that an 
attempt would be made to rescue Wright, and in consequence 500 
of the reserves from the A, С, H, K, L, М. and P divisions were on 
the spot keeping the ground round the prison clear. The arrange- 
ments made by Mr. Superintendent Bradford were well carried out 


| by his colleagues, Superintendents White, Bray, Payne, and Gibbs, 


and Inspectors Silverton, Fyfe, and Tarpin. As the hour for the 
execution approached the crowd began to increase, but all main- 
tained the utmost decoram. At times men were seen pervading 
the place with а flag, on which was printed in large letters “ Man's 
Ory,” and several religious extracts, while some of them read 
aloud from the Scriptures. After them followed a number of 
young men singing psalmes, the tunes of which were taken up by 
the populace. 

As the hour of seven o'clock approached, the public-houses on each 
side of the gaol were cleared of their customers, and the doors and 
windows entirely closed, and at Mre. Wrangham's, the Masons’ 
Arms, a number of policemen took their station on the leads at the 
back and front of the house. When daylight began to break ihe 
morning was chilly, damp, and foggy; but, as the sun rose, it be- 
came more cheerful. and it was then obseryed that nearly every 
pee house opposite the gaol had all the blinds down, as close as 

а person lay within. Very few of the windows were occu- 
pied, and they seemed to be the inhabitants of the houses. The 
gardens were kept clear by the police. 

Great surprise was felt as the hour of execution arrived at finding 
that there were so few persons to witness the awful tragedy. 
Many had refused to stay, saying they would have во hand in the 
murder of Wright, and ail felt that he was undergoing а penalty 
that ought to have been remitted. There were not on the whole 
more than 4,000 or 5,000 present, and being scattered round the 
avennes leading to the place of execution, there was no difficulty in 
walking about freely. 

The unfortunate man slept soundly during the night, and rose 
about six o'clock. He was visited by the chap'ain, who remained 
with him to the last. 

Shortly before nine o'clock the governor ої the gaol, Mr. Kean, 
the sheriffs, Caloraft, and other authorities, entered the cell and 
pinioned the culprit. They proceeded to the gallows, Wright 
walking under the drop with a firm step, followed by Calcraft, & 
warder, and thechaplain. He bowed to the crowd while the cap 
was put over his head and the rope justed round hís neck. There 
were then loud shouts of “Bhame,” “ Murder," “ Disgraceful,” 
* Townley,” and other manifestations of displeasure on the part of 
the populace. Wright understood the feeling of sympathy in his 
favour, and several times bowed his acknowledgments, raising his 
hands spasm у. 

The fatal hour at length arrived, but there was some little delay 
before the doomed man ascended the scaffold. Since his oondem- 
nation he has behaved throughout with great decorum, and has 
seen the members of his family several times. The Rev. Mr. Jessop, 
the chaplain, has been unremitting in his attention to the unhappy 
man, and his mi ms have been received with the most happy 
results. Wright, it eppen, brought pa Boman Catholic at 
а place called ух А. Norfolk, and since he has been in prison, 
he has received в from the Roman Oatholic priest of that 
es asking him not to desert the faith in which he was educated. 

r. Jessop asked him if he would like to see the Rev. Dr. Doyle, a 
Catholic priest, but he was perfectly satisfied with the instruction 
ha was pry oy from the chaplain. He took the sacrament on 
Monday, at own request. 

At length the fatel bolt was withdrawn, and in & few moments 
the unhappy man was launched into eternity. 

Wright saw hia family end friends а few days ago, and took an 
effecting leave of them. He has also written two letters, of which 
the following are copies;— ` 

“Тап. 10, 1864, Horsemonger-lane Gaol. 

“ Dear Mother,—I ші тү duty to write а few lines to you 
before { leave this world, although it is under such painful oir- 
cumstances. Although 1 have not written to yeu before, you know 
how I am situsted. Ї never thought that 1 should add іо pz 
sorrow. Dear inter , Y cali IB by that name, for you have n 
to me as one, and Í may say I to you вв а воп. I received а kind 
and welcome letter from Mr. Hazembeth, and was glad to hear that 
my Coseey friends showed so much sympathy towards ше Itis s» 
great crime that I have committed, and T teal that Almighty God 
will forgive me, and then I hops to join them that’s gone before 
me. Dear mother, it grieves me very much to think that my dear 
children will be left fatherless aad motherless, but there's one above 
that has promised to be а father to the fatherless. 

“Since I have been here I have been treated with the greatest 
kindness, and І am visited daily by thechsplain, from whom 1 feel 
greatcomfort. 1 have bota few hours longer to live on this earth, 
and they will be taken up with reading and prayer. Dear Polly is 
quite well, and I will leave you to judge my parent's care; I have 
seen them several times, but my deer mother does not Крот that I 
am condemned to die. I have had а great number of friends who 
have triedto save me from this end, and have failed; but, thank 
God, I feel quite prepared to meet it. Dear mother, I conclude 
with my kindest love to you and my dear daughter. May the 
blessing of God Almighty be upon you now and for ever. No 
more from your unfortunate son, 

“ Good-bye.” “Бамгкі, WRIGHT.” 

“Jen. 11, 1864. 

“ Dear Mother,-—-I feel as if I must write а few lines before I 
leave thie world, as Almighty God has given me strength во to do. 
Dear mother, although i am present here under а heavy crime, I 
feel as if the Almighty God had freely forgiven me, after all my sins. 
And what в blessing that is to think that your dear воп feels so 
glorifiea—that he dies in with God, where I hope to meet 
them that are dear to us. leave one with you, my deer child, in 
remembrance of me, and шву the Almighty God give you health 
and strength to bring ker up in the ways of the Lord. Dear 
mother, I feel ав if 1 cannot last but а few hours Wegen and now I 
again take a farewell of father, mother, sisters, brother, and 
wishing the blessing of God Almighty may be upon you, now and 
for ever, amen. 

“ Father's blessing and а kiss for his child.

He made а free confession of the whole of the shocking transac- 
tion. He said he could not exactly say how the murder originated, 
but it was something in this way: That ho was asleep in bed, and 
that the woman came and took him by the waistcoat and said he 
should not lay sleeping there. Some words eneued, and she threat- 
ened to leave him and go with some other man with whom she had 
previously oohabited. Upon'that he jumped out of bed, and as the 
razor with which he had recently shaved himself was lying on the 
table he took it up and out her throat. It was all the work of a 
moment. The father, the brother, and the brother's wife saw him 
for about au hour on Monday, and he has also geen his daughter, a 
little girl about four years old. 

He was aware of the efforts that were being made out of doors to 
save his life, and appeared to feel very grateful to those who took 
so kind an interest in him. Mr. 8. Gurney, M.P., and Mr. J. 
Phillips, one of the visiting justices, waited upon Mr. Justice Blaok- 
burn on Monday, and had an interview of about balf an hour with 
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him, urging everything they could in Wright's favour, but he re- 
fused to accede to their request, and said the law must take its 
course. Mr. Ebsworth, a surgeon, of Newington, took a petition to 
her Majesty at Frogmore Lodge. While he was presenting the 
ше to Colonel Knollys her Majesty passed up the stairs, and 

e saw Colonel Knollys deliver it into the Queen's hands, but the 
answer he received to it was that the Queen could not undertake to 
advise her advisers. . 


ROBBERY AT THE EXEOUTION. 


Joun JowEs and Richard Johnson, rufüsnly looking young 
fellows, were placed st the bar of the Southwark Police-court, 
before Mr. Burcham, charged with picking near Horse- 
monger-lane Gaol, and just prior to the execution of the unfortunate 
man, Samuel Wright. 

William Cummings, a detective officer of the M division, said 
that about half-pest six o'clock that morning he was on duty іп 
plain clothes, in Horsemonger-lane, nearly opposite the gallows. 
There was at the time a dense mob of men, women, and children, 
waiting for the execution. He saw the prisoner, tying to get out 
of the crowd, when a gentleman came up, and called him to stop 
them, saying that they had robbed him. PWitness accordingly took 
them into custody, and had some difficulty in conveying them to 
te station-house, owing to thə dense crowd collected around 

m. 

Mr. Burcham asked him what he took them into custody for? 

Witness replied that the gentleman told him he had been robbed 
of his handkerchief, but was unable to attend that morning owing 
to pressing business in the City. There was, however, person іп 
court who witnessed the robbery. 

James Walter Fisher, & commercial traveller, ssid that he was 
standing in the crowd about half-past eight that morning, waiting 
for the execution of Samuel Wright to take place. The prisoners 
were a little in front of him, and he saw them go behind a gentle- 
man. Jones leant over his shoulder, and at the same time put his 
hand in his pocket and withdrew something, when they both left 
the spot. Не did not see what he had taken, but as soon as they 
left he asked the gentleman whether he had lost anything. He 

ut his hand to his pocket, and replied that he had. His 

ndkerchief was gone. Witness then went after the prisoners, 
and pointed them out to the witness Cummings, whe took them 
into custody. 

Reed, 235 M, said he was on duty in the station-house when the

e saw Johnson take something from his pocket and throw hehind 
him. Witness picked it up, and found it to be a light-coloured silk 
pocket handkerchief. 

Johnson here declared that he never had that handkerchief in

Reed informed his worship that there were other constables who 
saw him throw it away. 

Cummings said that the gentleman who had been robbed attended 
at the station-house to prefer the charge, and he identified it as his 
property. If the prisoners were remanded to another day he would 
be able to be in attendance.

EXEOUTION OF A BUBY POLICEMAN. 
Ох Saturday morning, et twelve o'clock, Luke Charles, who was 
convicted at the recent South Lancashire assizes, before Mr. Justice 
Willes, of the wilful murder of his wife, suffered the extreme 
penalty of the law at the hands of Calcraft, the common hangman, 
оп & gallows erected outside the walle of Kirkdale Gaol, Liver- 
1. 


Po he prisoner throughout his confinement in the gaol paid the 
most devout attention to the exhortations of the Rev Mr. Gibson, 
his spiritual adviser. He upon no occasion showed any marked 
depression, and always, whenever the subject of the murder was in- 
troduced, gave an equivocal reply. On Saturday week he inquired 
if he was at liberty to petition the Home Secretary to spare his life, 
and upon being answered іп the affirmative, he drew up в short 
document, urging that he had been convicted upon purely circum- 
stantial evidence; that great doubt was involved in the case, and 
that he was entitled to the benefit of that doubt. Subsequently 
memorials were signed in Manchester, Bury, and Liverpool, and 
forwarded to the Home Secretary, who, however, declined to inter- 
fere with the course of the law. 

‘be prisoner, after being informed of the decision of the Home 
Secretary, manifested no particular disappointment, maintained in 
every respect his usual demeanoar, that of resignation to his fate, 
and spending his time chiefly in devotional exercises. His brother, 
whom he had not seen for fourteen years, and who saw the account 
of his trial in the newspapers, visited him on Tuesday week, 
and the meeting is said to have been one of the most affecting 
nature. 

Notwithstanding the intense frost, stragglers at twelve o'clock at 
night were seen wending their way towards the scene of the execu- 
tion, and as the morning advanced and the rising sun more fully 
developed the sombre outline of the prison walls, hundreds of u 
turned faces were already gazing upon the hideous gibbet. As the 
morning wore on the hundreds became thousands, by whom an 
eagerness, much to be deplored, was manifested to witness the 
death-struggle of fellow being. ` 5 

Daring the whole of the night the culprit was dreadfully dejected. 
He went to bed at ten o'clock, but never slept. He seemed restless 
and agitated, end continued in this state till five o'clock, when the 
Rev. Mr. Appleton, the chaplain of the prison, entered his cell, 
which appeared to sfford the unhappy man great relief. He at once 
got up, and listened with the most devout attention to tbe exhorta- 
tions of the rev. gentleman, joining audibly in prayer. 

The chaplain administered the sacrament again Saturday, the 
culprit having joined in the holy rita twice on Tuesday. The 
culprit continued reading and praying at intervals through- 
out the morning, and shortly before twelve o'clock the 
governor of the gaol and the usual officials proceeded to the cell, 
where the executioner performed his sllotted duty. A few 
minutes sufficed for this trying ordeal, which the culprit bore 
with comparative resignation, when the prison bell told that his 
last hour had ap A moment afterwards the wretched 
man ap on the gallows with в firm step, and at once 

mself under the drop. The cap and rope were then ad- 
usted, and he was then launched into eternity, amidst the excla- 
mations of horror from the assembled thousands.

ber 9, ag to produce illness, by which һе was iucapacitated from 
performing his duty on the 10th December, 1863” 1 he court com- 
prised Captain John Seccombe, of the Duke of Wellington, presi- 
dent; Captain Hire, Orontes; Captain Gibson, Duucan; Com- 
mander Phelps, Victory; aud Commander Curme, Adventure. 
Captain Stirling, of the Tamar, prosecuted ; and Мг. E. Hoskins 
officjated as judge-&dvoca'e. Jt appears that about half-past 
eleven o'clock on the mornipg of mber 9 the prisoner had 


charge of the morning watch. The ship was on her passage 
from the eastward to BSpithead, and while off Brighton, 
the wind was blowing fresh вод the ship was heaving 
considerably, in consequence of which prisoner accidentally slipped 
down end struck his head sgaiost a ventilator, which caused a 
wound to the right upper eyelid, and а contngion of the right 
cheek. He was sent to bed, and on the ship’g arrival at Spithead, 
he was transferred to Haslar Hospital, the doctor's report being 
that he was suffering from delirium trem ns. Witnesses were called 
as to prisoner's condition at the time he accidentally fell down, and 
they all agreed that he was perfectly sober, and capable of dis- 
charging his duty. It was not proved that he had partaken of 
intoxicating liquors between the dates referred to, except upon one 
| occasion, when 1t was stated that, after having dined with a friend 
at Sheerness, he came off rather the worse for liquor. The ргі- 
| soner, having been sent to Haslar, it became necesary, according to 
| the rales of the service, that & report should be forwarded to the 
commander in chief as to the prisoners condition, and also as to 
bis malady. The report was sent, stating that the prisoner was 
suffering from delirium tremens, aud the result was tbat the 
captain of prisoner's s wes called upon to give а spesial 
report А court-mari was then ordered, the charge 
extending oyer a considerable period, as will be seen by 
| the above dates. Тһе defence was that the prisoner, who 
is only twenty-eight years of age, һай served on the South- 
| American Station, in China, and in the Gulf of Pecheli. He had 
been subjected to extreme changes of climate, from intense beat to 
extreme cold. This caused a degree of tremor, which might be mis- 
taken for delirium tremeng. He produced thirteen certiticates as to 
character, ali of which spoke of him in the highest terms asa sober, 
zealous young officer, since 1849. Оре of these certifi ates was 
from Captein Fellowes, and was to the effect that he (Captain 
Fellowes) should consider himself fortunate in again having so pro- 
mising в young officer to serve under him. None of the wiiness:'s 
had proved that the accident had resulted from drink, but on the 
contrary. The slightest thing would cause extreme nervousness and 
tremour. He regretted havicg partaken somewhat too freely on the 
occasion referred to, while the ship was at 3heerness. The defence

&hould send for trial, and he discbarged the prisoner. 

A Burriaw Hussamp —Henry Tippitt, a journeyman painter, residing at 
2, Gloucester-square, Whitecross-street. was brought up in tbe custody of 
Police-constab'e James Hughesman, 163 б, one of the warrant officers of 
the court, charged with wufully assaulting Georgina Tippitt, his wife, a«d 
breaking her jaw. The complainant, whose head was enveloped in surgical 
bandages, said that on the lst inst the defendant саше home and said be 
should like some pork for his dinner. She gave him some money and he 
brought back some pork, which he said weighed во much She said sbe 
did not think there was as much as he siatej, and took it to a neighbour's 
shop to see what it did weigh. While there the defendant came іп and 
struck her a violent blow in the face and told her to leave the shop. She 
was about to do so when the defendant seized her and struck her three 
violent blows іп the face. One of the blows was given with such force 
that it not only knocked her down, but trake her upper jaw, knocked oat 
two of her teeth, caused her to fall on the floor very heavily, and rendered 
her insensible. After that she was taken to the hosoital, and it was found 
necessary te fasten up her jaw with wires. Hor husband was a very violent 
man, and had often ill-used her. Ten years ago he Ul-used her because 
she would not leave her home to allow him to bring home a young woman 
to live with him whom he picked up іп the streets. Only two months since 
he grossly ill-used her, and he had twice ettempted to strangie ber. Mr. 
D'Eyncourt: Does he keep you and the family? Complainant: He docs 
very little work, and wbat he does earn be spends in drink, and I heve io 
support him and the children. Mrs. Green said the complainant came into 
her shop, вад the defendant followed ber and struck ber several violent 
blows in the face and broke ber jaw. He was a very violent drunken man, 
and had before assaulted hig wife, The defendant seid that he would not 
deny assaulting his wife but she was always finding fault and grumbling at 
him. Police-constable Hughesman, 163 G, said the pritoner was а violent 
man, aud hed before been charged witb азваціїв. Mr. D'Eyncourt said 
this was a very terrible аввачі, without any provocation. The defendant 
appeared to have no control over his temper, and there was nothing to 
justify the extreme violence used. He should sentence the prisoner to віх 
inonths'hard labour in the House of Correction under the Aggravated 
Assaults’ Act, and at the expiration of that period to find two sureties to 
keep the peace for six months longer. The defendant, who tested the 
matter with the greatest indifference, was then removed,

ALLEGED BURGLARY BY A WeMaN —Caroline Pope sud Caroline Hodges 
were charged with tbe following оПерсев:--Тро eyidence against Pope 
showed that on the 24th of October last the house of a Mr. Griffiths, in 
Victoria-street, Hackney-road, was, during the ab:ence of the family, 
broken open at the rear, before eight o'clock in the evening, and that above 
£12 worth of wearing apparel was stolen therefrom. Among tbe property 
was в silk dress value £5, в silk mantle, в tuit of clothes, and e variety of 
articles of less value. No man was seen Dear the premises at the time іа 
question; and subsequent circumstances induced the belief tbat the en- 
trance had been effected by оре or more of the other вех. Langley, 93 Н, 
after considerable inquiry, ascertained that some of the artici«a had been 

ledged at Messrs. Cotton's, in Shoreditcb, an3 Messre. Russell's. in Kings- 
bad! The description of the person who had pawned them in eacb in- 
stance answered that of the prisoner Pope, and the constable therefore 
went to hér house in Boundery etreet, on searching which. he found & 
duplicate relating to the вік dress and cape, pledged for £? 2a., on the 
night of the robbery; three suis of clothes and а shawl for 20s, on the 
99Ш of the month. The prosecator identilied the property ав that which 
had beer stolen from him, and the pawmbrokers’ essisianis swore to the 
woman Pope as the pledger of it Thus fixed, she was compelled to fail 
back upon the assertion that she had pawned the things for я lodger of 
he:s, but this also was proved to be false, she not having any lodger, and 
White, 90 H, having given evidence of her being convicted at this court for 
felony in July, 1860 she was fully committed for trial. A second case was 
heard against both prisoners, who were fuily committed, but Hodges was 
admitted to bail 

A RorriaN PuwISHED — Daniel Lloyd, 40, by trade в shoemaker, and 
living in Evenezer-street, Hoxton, was charged with assaultiug his wife, 
Elizabeth Lloyd, whore face bore numerous marks of iil-usage. A police- 
constable of the N division said: Shortly after one o'ciock this morning 
I heard screams ргосеедіо я from the prisoner's house, and having gained 
entrance found complaivant in bed, and her husband, with a poker in his 
hand, etanding at the foot, using most horrible language and threatening 
her. She gave him into custody. He was sober. Wife: I was in bed 
when he саше home, and because I bad nctbing but some cold fish for 
his supper, he etruck at me with а poker. I avoided the direction of the 
blow, and it fell on my right wrist Magistrate: What are those marks on 
your face? This (pointing to а large scar) ів where he stabbed 
me not long since. Migistrate: And that (в bruise)? Wife: 
Ob, that he did soon afterwards. They were ali caused by his 
violence at different times. I only wish bim to keep away from me. 
Magistrate: Did you ever bring him here before? Wife: Ob, yes, sir, and 
eighteen months ago he was imprisoned for six months for cutting my head 
орға Magistrate: When you last charge him? Wife: I hed а 
summons ageánst him five weeks ago. but he did not attend to it; he never 
does Haynes, one of the warrant officers, mentioned that he had served 
pumerous warrants apd summonses upon the шап; but the truth was, that 
the wife invariably begged him off ог forbore to eppeer. Mr. Cooke told 
the fellow that it was alsar be hed taken advantage of his wife's weakness 
to repeat with impunity assaults upon her--tbat ber face bore manifest 
marks of what she had been subjected to, and that as assaults of this 
character were very frequently béfore the magistretes at this court, he 
should send bim for four monthe' imprisonment to the House of Correction. 
Prisoner merely replied: She excites me to it. 


MARLBOROUGH STREET. 
A Footman Амохозт SuanPkRs—Four men, who gave the names of 
Charles Wilmot, of Wormles, near Bristol egg merchant; John Mills, 
Thetford, farmer; George Towers, 50, Bookham-street, Hoxton, jeweller; 
and Henry Francis, of 12, Pond-piace. Fulham-road. servant, were charged 
before Mr Tyrwhitt witn defrauding Wm. Loynes, footman. at 7, Seamore- 
place, Mayfair, of the sum of £10 15s., at the Old Carved Lion public-house, 
South-street, St. James's. William Loynes, footman to Lady Grey, sald: 
On Saturday afternoon I was on my way home from the Serpentine. where 
I had beeu skating, when Francis asked me to oblige him with а light I 
did so, and he &ppeared very grateful, and then spoke about the ice, and 
afterwards asked me to take a glass with him. 1 refused at first, saying 
that I was a servant, and was going home to tea. Francis then said he was 
also a servant in the Marchioness of Londonderry's family, and I then went 
with him the Carved Lion public-house, in South-street, and had not been 
thero more than a minute when Mills came in and pretended be was 
& farmer from the country, fsrming 300 acres. Mr. Tyrwhitt: 
Had he not а rich uncle in London who had just died ? (Laughter) 
Loynes: He said he bad £300, and that he bad given а шап who Бад 
abown him about London £1 to get changed, but after waiting at the 
corner of a s\reet for an hour the men had not come back, end therefore 
he had come in to awarm. Mills thon asked Francis to take в 
glass, but Francie that he did not wish to impose on good nature, and 
would toss bim fora glaas. They then tossed, I being the referee. Milla 
won, and they then commenced betting, and at this time I found Wilmot 
ia the room, and he joined in the vetting. They then spoke about my 
Albert chain, Mills saying it wae not gold but brass Francis and Wilmot 
then bet а soverolzn to Mills’ sovereign about tbe chain. I was told to 
pledge itto seo, and if gold Francis and Wilmot said I should have part 
of the money. I went to a pawnbrokers in Gilbert-street, aud pledged 
the chain for £1 158, and showed Wilmot, who was waiting outside, the 
ticket on which the chain was desoribed as gold. On goivg back to the 
house, and showing the ticket to the others, Towers, who hed not spoken 
before, got up aud seid he was а disinterested ,9ud that it was a 
drawn bet They then all commenced betting, end as Francis told me I 
was sure to win, A risked my £1 158. and lost. Towers then per- 
guaded me to go and get more money, and I did so (£8 10.) 
and went back and then lost that too. Wilmot then left the house with 
me and tried to get away, but having an idea then that I had been amongst 
sharpers I stuck to him, вод on hie jumping imo a cab 1 alse jumped ia 
after him, and told the driver of the cab to drive to the station. I atterw: 
ebarged him with defrauding me. but he wanted to oharge me. I after- 
wards, in consequence of information I gave the police, went to Vine-atreet, 
&nd saw the others, and shey offered to give me my money back. They 
hed then got my money upon them. АП 1 want is my money back By 
Mr. Edward Lewis, of Great Marlborough-street, who appeared for all the 
prisonors but Mills: J was to have a share of the winnings. They often 
said that З They had a fiat ip Mills, the farmer, sud that I should share іп 
the winnings.” Tbe game was ‘ Head or Тай," and the farmer was to 
throw. I signalled twice to the others what Milis put down—whether 
"head" or “tail,” and I was to share the winnings I expected 
my money back and а share ой what they won of Mille. This 
was efter I fetched the £3 10. Ву Mr. Lewis, jun. (for Mille): 
It was either в halfpenny or а penny thrown up. I only saw on 
two occasions whether ic was “head or tail” Idid not toss, 1 betted, 
and would have won if I could and taken the money. I made mo complaint 
when 1 los: the £1 158. 10d., because I was told І should win it back. 1 
then went for more. I deposited £8 with Francis, and the others gave 
something to Francis, apparently an equal amount. I could not make out 
how they were tossing, but I lost my money, and Francis handed the money 
to Mills. There was lots of cheating going оп. Sometimes they tossed 
with two coins instead of one. Byidence of the taking of the prisoners 
into custody having been given by Sergeant Hornblow, 24 B, Mr. Lewis 
addressed the magistrate for his clients. Mr Tyrwhitt said the question 
was, whether they were not guilty of conspiring to defraud, and he should 
remand them that inquiries might be made reapecting them. The prisoners, 
it is stated, have various aliases. Remended, and bail refused.

Darmo Warog ROBBERY sy А Ticket-or-Leave Woman.—Rehecca 
Smith, a smartly-dressed, impudent-looking woman, а ticket-of-leave 
conviet, was brought before Мг. Burobam for final examination, charged 
with stealing а valueble silver watob from the person of Edward Thomp- 
воп. under vory daring circumstances. Tbe prosecutor, а fashionably- 
attired young man, said that on Monday evening, the 28th ultimo, he met 
the prisoner in a refreshment-houge in the Westminster. bridge-road, and 
he treated her to something to drink. Не had at shat time his watch rafe 
in his waistcoat pocket attached to в guard cobain. All of & sucden the pri- 
soner rushed out of the house, ami om looking down he saw the chein 
hanging loosely, and his watch was gone. He immediately went in pursuit 
of her, and when near Astley в Theatre he overtook her in company of 
another female. He seized hold of her and told her that she had stolen 
his watoh, and he should give her intocustody. Shea: first denied it. but 
afterwards handed him his wetob, begging him to let her go. He, how- 
ever. took her to a constable on duty at Astley's Theatre and gave her into 
custody. The prisoner denied the statement of the prosecutor. She never 
handed him the watch at ell. Another woman who was notin custody 
did thet The prosecutor declared that he never spoke to аву other 
woman but the prisoner. His worship would вее that the robbery was 
effected by & practised thief, as the watch was broken at the bow. 
Richard Holl, 149 М, said thaton Monday night, the 28th of last month, he 
wan on duty at the entrance of Astiey's Theatre, when the prosecutor came 
up 4o bim holding the prisoner, whom he charged with stealing his watch. 
at she same time he handed the latter to witness, saying that the prisoner 
had given it back to him after he had charged her with the robbery. The 
prisoner said she knew nothing of the prosecator or his wetoh, and that s 
woman who rushed out of & fisb-shop рої the latter in bis hand.

The entire 
scene, of which these were the most prominent external festurés, and 
which words cannot describe, I leave you to imagine, 1? you ere fond of 
the horrible and the tragic. I must now come to the particulars of the 
brutal outrages and assassinations that marked this outbreak, premising, 
however, that a seuse of delicacy and а regerd for the harassed feelings of 
surviving friends and rela‘ives, prevent me from entering into details, the 
relation of which could only gravity а mind fond of horrors and atrocities, 
At the very commencement of the emeute, the 3rd Light Oavalry, saddling 
ani mounting thelr horses, galloped off to the gaol, and of course over- 
powering all resistance, liberated their eighty-five comrades, and all the 
other prisoners, to the number of about 1 300, apparently. Returning from 
thie, they joined the mutineers of the 20th Native Infantry, end the word of 
massacre upon the Euro; в began, without regard to rank, sex, ог 
employment, farious avd merciless. Among those not in the military em- 
ploy of Government who perished in this indiscriminate massacre, were Mr. 
ear, of the o ucation department; Mrs. Courteney, the mistress of the 
hotel; and many women and girls whose names I do not know. After all 
this work was done, and the mutineers had retreated, the remainder of the 
Bight passed away in gloom end doubt, and the conflagration having 
nothing more to feed upon, was extinguished, ва it were, by the rising 
beams and more powerful light of the sun. I mounted my horse and rode 
down from the neers’ to my hospital and the Native 
Infantry lines, dubious 88 to the state of affaire, and came бо the charred 
and blackened huts and bungsiows, ali maked and deserted. On my wey 
down, в éholee approached, вай was parsing me, when I stopped the 
&rers and asked what they carried? They answered, ‘The Colonel 
Sahib.’ It was poor Finniss body, which bad just been found where he 
fell, and was being carried towards the churchyard. All sick, to the nam- 
ber of about forty, had fied from the hospital, which was deserted, with the 
exception of two or three smallpox cases, too bad to move, amd who ap- 
peared much surprised ві my atte: to them as if nothing whatever 
bed occurred. In the mides of our own troubles, we are very апхісає 
about the fate of the Europeans at Delhi, whither the mutineers have gons, 
and as the telegraph wires were cut at the commencement of the outbreak, 
we know nothing of what ів occurring elsewhere, nor of what is known 
about as. I hope the health of our men will stand the constant duty in 
this terrible weather antil relief shall come to us, or some move suited to 
the magnitude of the danger and disaster shall be made by some man of 
energy and competence, for whom here is an oecasion. We have plenty of 
smell arm ammunition, and sharp swords in the hands of as good regimental 
officers and mén as ever sat in saddle or shouldered firelock; and ought to 
be ablo to hold our own, if the odds don't rise very much against ов. АП 
that we now much dread, ів fire to our bungalows and barracks, end what 
хел most look to is the descent of tho European regiments from the hills to 
join us."

* Bir,—I am directed by 8 Bir G Grey to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of the 7th inst , transmitting a letter 
addressed to him by the magistrates of the county of Derby, whose 
signatures are attached to it. - 

* Bir George Grey hae read that letter with the attention to which 
both the importance of the subject it refers to, and the persons 
from whom it proceeds, justly entitle it. 

“In order to place the magistrates in full possession of the рго- 
ceedings which have taken place with reference to the case of 
George Victor Townley, а copy of the correspondence between this 
office and the Lunacy Oommissioners, together with two certificates 
of Townley's insanity received by the Secretary of State, and of the 
order for the removal of the prisoner to Bethlem Hospital under the 
provisions of the statute 3 and 4 Viot., cap.

“The magistrates will learn from this correspondence that it

and аз no communication on the subject was received from 
them at the time, or has been received from them up to the present 
time by the Secretary of State, he could only presume that what 
was done was done with their knowledge and sanction. So far, 
however, ag it concerned the steps to be taken by the Becretary of 
Btate, in confermity with the Jaw, on the receipt of such a certifi- 
cate, it wes immaterial how the inquiry. originated, provided the 
certificate was in accordance with the provisions of the statute. 

“ There is one other passage in the letter from the magistrates to 
which Sir George Grey thinks it right to refer.

The magistrates 
may possess information as to the expenditure of money by 
Townley's friends of which the Secretary of State has по know- 
ledge; nor із he aware of the шаппег іп which the magistrates 
believe such money to have been expended But the most satisfac- 
tory proof which саз be given that the course taken with regard to 
Townley is one which it would require no expenditure of money to 
obtain, and which would have been eqnally taken had Townley 
and his friends been poor, is а reference to а similar case which 
occurred at the Spring Assizes, held at Newcastle-on-Tyne, in 186”, 
when а men named Clark, himself а r mag, and with no 
friends who were not also poor, and in whose defence no 
counsel even was retained, was convicted of wilful murder 
and sentenced to death. In that case, as in the case of Town- 
ley, the learned judge before whom Olark was tried, in report- 
ing the case to the Becr: of State, не Бек his opinion 
that the verdict was right, but called the attention of the Secretary 
of State to the evidence as to the unsound state of mind of the pri- 
soner at the time of the trial, as having, to use his own words, “во 
intensely important в bearing upon the question whether he ought 
to be executed.’ In consequence of this representation from the 
judge, an inquiry as to the insanity of the prisoner was directed by 
the Secretary of State, and the result in that case, as in the present, 
was tiis removal (о а lunatic asylum.

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SHAKSPERE CELEBRATION. 


Ax adjourned meeting of the Shaképeré Com- 
mittee was held in the Rooms of the Society of 
Arte, Adelphi, on Monday aftéttioch. Mr. Géorge 
God win was requested to take the chair. 

Mr. HkrsokrH Dixow, hon. sec, read the 
minutes of the last meeting, which were con- 
firmed 

Mr THEODORE Млвтіх complained of the pub- 
lication of а report іп the newspapers, aud of іш 
being put forward as the act of the committo. &l- 
thovgh an opinion was expressed at the last 
meeting that such а documeut ought not to go 
forth to the public. It was generally understood 
that they were to acjourn till to-day, for the 
purpose of consideriug whether they should 
adopt it or not However, to his surprise, and

Two of the reporters asked 
him for а copy, to save themselves the trouble of 
writing ї out. 

Mr. Martin was not satisfied with the expla- 
nation.

Мг. MARTIN proposed, “ That the report read 
at the last meeting of the committee bo rejected, 
and that а special committee be appointed to 
prepare ап address іо be issued to the public, 
stating the objects contemplated by the committee, 
and the means by which it is proposed to carry 
them out.” 

Mr. Б. BELL said that the report not only did 
agreat many things which /they ought not to do, 
but left undone a good many things which they 
ought to do.
